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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed on 1 1/09/2007. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/09/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding applicant's arguments with respect to the limitations of claim 6, 
applicant's contention that the examiner indicated in the interview on 10/31/2007 that the claim 
was patentable over Rottamayer and Jeong is not correct. As stated in the interview summary, 
the examiner requested that applicant present evidence to support the applicant's assertion that 
the spot size is a function of the width x the depth dimensions of the Jeong reference. The 
examiner's position is that the Jeong reference reduces the spot size of the light because the 
width dimension Wout of the output waveguide is less than the width dimension of the input 
waveguide Win (fig. 1). This position is supported by the fact that applicant's invention also 
reduces the spot size by changing only the width dimension of the waveguides (see applicant's 
disclosure, figs. 3-4). Therefore, and as stated previously, applicant must provide evidence to 
support the position that the spot size of Jeong is not reduced due to the (width x depth) 
dimensions being larger for the output waveguide.
